City or Mexico, March 1.— [By the 
A dispatch from 
San Salvador says: While the gov- 
ernment is apparently working for Cen- 
tral American union the feeling of the 
public is that a general war is imminent. 
It is known that Ezeta’s desire is for 
war with Guatemala.“ 

A dispatch from Honduras says: 
‘‘Meiva’s position is precarious. Con- 
spiracy is the order of the day. Promi- 
nent military officers are implicated.’’ 

A correspondent in Guatemala writes 
as follows: »The feeling against Ba- 
rillas is increasing. He keeps himself 
surrounded by guards. Two attempts 
have been made to assassinate him 
within a week. It is reported that all 
prominent military officials have de- 
serted him. Friends of Reina Barrios 
are inciting rebellion. Unless Barillas 
makes concessions his downfall is inev- 
itable. If Barrios becomes President 
war with Salvador will be inevitable. 
If another man becomes President there 
will be a civil war. Barillas is pre- 
pared for flight. The strictest press 
censorship is exercised. Barbarous 


cruelties are perpetrated on opponents 
of Barillas when caught.“ =

A STRICKEN LAND. * 


Russian Peasants Become Like Wua 
Beasts Under Famine’s Goadings. 

Lonpon; March 1.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] An English special 
correspondent, who has been traveling 
in the famine districts of Russia, writes 
from Saratoy that crimes of violence in 
the valley of the Volga are of frequent 
occurrence. Clergymen’s houses have 
been robbed, and the bodies of murdered 
men found on the high roads. The cor- 
Jespeiideat was warned of the dangers 
of traveling about the country, and he 
seldom drove at night. 

Caravans of merchandise are escorted 
by armed forces. Tue correspondent 
adds that villages in the government of 
Samara, which was prosperous in 1886, 
are now plunged into the deepest mis- 
ery, and the population has been dec- 
imated. In one village 2765 of its 
7856 inhabitants have migrated. Of 
those remaining 1250 are dependent 
upon charity, In three months the 
people of this village lost 4038 — 
of livestock. They are indebted to 
state in the sum of 72,880 rubles. 

Similar conditions prevail in other 
villages. Forty thousand acres of land 
are idle in the province of Samara, 
owing to the lack of seed wherewith to 
plant this area. A large number of 
German colonists live in holes in the 
earth for warmth. They eat bread 
made of wild hemp and devour the car- 
casses of horses. This diet causes se- 
vere, often fatal, nausea. The famine 
is changing the peasants into wild 
beasts. In one case a man attempted to 
hang his daughter because she was not 
successful in begging. 


* TROUBLE IN GREECE. 


The Ministry Goes Out—Great Alarm 
The King Closely Guarded. 

ATHENS, March l.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The Greek cabinet 
has resigned and the King has sum- 
moned Tricoupis to form a new minis- 
try. This will bring to an end the pro- 
ceedings taken by the Delyannis minis- 
try to impeach Tricoupis, formerly 
Prime Minister. 

The greatest excitement. was caused 
by the resignation of the minister. 
No definite information is at present 
obtainable as to the causes which led to 
the crisis, but it is known that the King 
requested the cabinet to resign. The 
ministers declined to voluntarily accede 
to the King’s request, as they have a 
majority in the Chamber of Deputies. 

Tricoupis declined to form a ministry, 
but Constantopouloconsented. In spite 
of the selection of Constantopoulo, the 
supporters of Delyannis this afternoon 
resumed their session in the chamber, 
where Delyannis said he had been sum- 
moned by the King to resign but de- 
clined to do so, whereupon the King dis- 
missed the cabinet. Del: annis asked 
a vote of confidence, which was carried 
unanimously. After the adjournment of 
the chamber Delyannis addressed a 
great crowd at his residence, saying the 
people had twice honored him with 
their confidence and he would never 
abandon his post. A counter demons- 
tration was held in front of the resi- 
dence of Tricoupis. 

The situation is critical, The royal

Bread Riots in Vienna. 

Vienna, March 1.—The distribution 
of free bread to the poor at the offices 
of the Socialist paper, the Volkspresse, 
was attended with great disorder today. 
Eight thousand loaves were provided, 
but 12,000 men and women assembled. 
When it became known that the supplies 
were exhausted many who received 
nothing assailed othérsand fought with 
maniacal fury for the food.

A strong force of police soit sae 
checked the rioting.

SEVEN MEN KILLED. 


Terrible Results of a Railway Collision 
near Milwaukee. 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) March 1.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Watertown local 
train, due at Milwaukee at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, ran into and demolished 
the rear end of a train loaded with em- 
ployés of the West Milwaukee shops of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad, killing seven men. The 
trains were moving in the same direc- 
tion, the workmen’s train having just 
left the main track on a short switch and 
strung itselfout onthe track parallel 
with the main line. Switchman Emil 
Bartel 4orget-te turn the switch after 
the works kram, and the local a 
moment after passed on the short 
switch, and in a minute had telescoped 
the rear car. The seven men killed 
were terribly mangled. Bartel disap- 
peared and officers went after him. 
The men killed were mechanics living 
in the city. None of the local ’s passen- 
gers were injured, 

The occupants of the coach, which was 
packed with workingmen, had no warn- 
ing of impending danger and in an in- 
stant they were being ground between 
the sides of the overturned coaches and 
the cinder-covered roadbed. Strange 
to say, besides the seven unfortunate 
victims, only one man was injured, and 
he but slightly. 

Bartel was found this evening and 
locked up. The dead were identitied as 
Stanislaus, Kalinsky, Grunows, Wagner, 
Weis, Frank Preiss, Joseph Duerringer 


and John F. Duesing. Four of the men 
leave families. 


THE SILVER LVER STRIFE. 


Opponents of Free » Coinage Hope to Stave 
Off the Bland Bill. 


March 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] New England and New 
York anti-silver Democrats and some of 
the more pronounced opponents of free 
silver from other States were in fre- 
quent conference today, canvassing the 
situation and endeavoring to concert 
measures by which additional strength 
might be secured tor their side in the 
coming fight im the House over the 
silver question. As a result it was as- 
serted by several anti-silver Democrats 
that they had sufficient Democratic 
votes to defeat the report of the Rules 
Committee fixing a time for the consid- 
eration of the Bland bill, provided the 
Republicans stood by them. Inquiry 
made of a number of Republican mem- 
bers shows that thus far there have 
been no conferences among them nor 
any agreement for concerted action 
on the question of the consideration of 
the silver bill. Messrs. Pierce, Bland 
and other silvermen express undimin- 
ished confidence in their ability to de- 
feat on a vote any proposition looking 
to the shelving or defeat of the free 
silver bill. 


More Whisky Trust Sensations. 

Boston, March 1.—A story published 
this evening says that more surprises 
are in store for the people most inter- 
ested inthe Whisky Trust cases. Be- 
fore another twenty-four hours has 
elapsed it is not improbable that ar- 
rests will be made which will create a 
profound sensation. The indictment 
resulted from the prosecution of the 
Whisky Trust officials, and the charge 
contained istampering with members 
of the grand jury. e matter has 
been kept exceedingly quiet. District 
Attorney Allen says that he can give no 
information.

Furious Gale on the Atlantic 


Reported Sinking of a Large Vessel 
off Sandy Hook. 


An Immense Amount of Damage 
Along the Jersey Coast. 


Highest Tides Ever Known in New York 
Harbor—Telegraph and Telephone 
Wires Down—The Gale in 
Pennsylvania. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, March 1.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The present epidemic 
of aerial disturbance is due to the meet- 
ing of two storms, one of which came 
up the coast from North Carolina, the 
other having its birth in Central Ohio 
and going east. Each increased in vio- 


lence until they met about midnight | 


last night. Vessels coming into port 
through Hell Gate report terrific 
weather on the sound, all being de- 
layed and all passengers aboard very 
seasick. Atlantic Highlands, N. J., re- 
ports the highest tide ever known. 
Considerable wreckage was cast ashore. 
A large vessel is reported wrecked off 
Sandy Hook. Seyeral hundred feet of 
new railway was washed away near 
Milton Park and a . plle-driver 
sunk in deep water. 

This morning at Staten ‘Island the tide 
was the highest ever known. Had it 
risen another inch all the heating ap- 
paratus on Ellis Island would have been 
rendered useless. All the furnace 
rooms of the big immigration building 
were flooded this morning and it was 
only by the greatest efforts that the 
fires were kept going. 

The upper bay was filled with wrec- 
age today. One of the Staten Island 
ferry boats passed the wreck of a canal 
boat drifting near Oyster Island flat. 
A large number of smaller craft are re- 
ported seriously damaged, and there 
was much difficulty experienced by 
ferry passengers in boarding. and de- 
parting from the boats. Many piers 
were submerged by the high tide. 

In the city many telephone and tele- 
graph wires were blown down and the 
poles broken and wrecked, and there 
was much delay in transmitting mes- 
sages. The storm is still raging furi- 
ously tonight. The’surfat Long Branch 
has torn away twenty feet of the bluff 
in front of the old Leland House, and 
great damage is threatened by the high 
tide tonight. From Elberon to Sea- 
bright a strong surf is tearing out the 
beach badly, and the partially com- 

eted bulkheads are all demolished. 
— 2 cottages near the coast are in 
danger, The storm is tearing out all 
wires along the coast and has carried 
away the _— of the Long Branch 
water wor cutting off the water 
supply of the cottages at Monmouth 
Beach and Seabright. 

At Atlantic.City a building in course 
of construction, intended to be one of 
the finest business structures in the 
city, was blown down, and several 
smaller buildings were demolished. 
The storm is raging through Pennsyl- 
vania. 

RRADINd (Pa.,) March 1.—A violent 
windstorm, accompanied by rain, snow 
and hail, passed over the city this 
morning, lasting two hours. Damage 
was done all over the city and surround- 
ing country. An unknown man per- 
ished in the storm near the city. 


AGAINST THE TRUST. 


An Important Decision Adverse to the 
Standard Oil Company. 

Cotumsvus (O.,) March 1.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Supreme Court of 
Ohio, inthe case of Attorney-General 
Watson vs. the Standard Oil Company, 
handed down a decision today of im- 
portance concerning trusts. This case 
was instituted by the petition bv a quo 
warranto to oust the company from its 
corporate rights and to forfeit its fran- | 
chise. The judgment of the court is to 
oust from the right to make the trust 
agreements set forth on the petition and 
from the power to perform the same. 
This is all the Attorney-General desired. 
He had no animosity toward the com- 
pany and did not desire to deprive it of 
its corporate rights as enjoyed by others, 
but of the trust agreements, which are 
contrary to the law. 

Under the decision the company will 
be allowed to continue its corporate 
powers. The decision of the Supreme 
Court sustains the Attorney-General's 
demurrer to the answer of the Stand- 
ard, which set up the defense that the 
trust agreement was entered into by in- 
dividuals and not by the company as a 
corporation holding a franchise. While 
the decision does not oust the company 
from its franchise, it prohibits it from 
in any way continuing to carry out or 
fulfill any provisious or agreement under 
the trust contracts. 

The Attorney-General of New York 
has papers ready to file against the 
Standard in that State prepared in con- 
templation of this decision, 


Dominion Political Bargains. 

MINNEAPOLIS, March 1.—A special 
from Winnipeg says: “The organ of 
the Manitoba government here has pub- 
lished a startling statement as to a bar- 
gain made between the Roman Catholic 
Church and the conservative govern- 
ment at Ottawa, by whichthe church 
pledged itself to give the Conservatives 
the entire Catholic vote on condition 
that Abbott, the present Dominion Pre- 
mier, retire in the near future and be 
succeeded by Sir John Thompson, who 
is a Roman Catholic. Another story is 
that in the event the Privy Council of 
England declares the act recently 
passed by the Manitoba government 
aholishing Catholic separate schools 
valid the Dominion government will 
promptly pass remedial legislation an- 
nulling the act. 


Water Works. 

Ontakio (Cal.,) March 1.—The stock- 
holders of the San Antonio Water Com- 
pany have voted to transfer the town 
water system to the town of Ontario,

I 
consider it my duty at this time to 
address you with that degree of dignity 
which your position as a public man 
entitles you to. I acknowledge your well- 
rendered, richly-deserved fame as a 
diplomat, and appreciate fully the weight 
which your utterances possess as fully 
as I appreciate my own weakness 
and my total inability to cope with you ina 
personal encounter. But I shall expect 
from you that censiderate and honorable 
treatment which I am sure your keen sense 
of equity and fairness will dictate. A pow- 
erful man of a great Nation will surely ac- 
cord to a weak and defenseless man her 
full meed of justice. You surely can ill 
afford to withhold it. 

I wish it distinctly understood by you 


that I am not asking sympathy. I respect- 
fully demand justice. Itis in your power 
to grant this simple request.

Iwill aid you 
by suggesting: Have the kindness to pub- 
lish in connection with your statement the, 
full text of the letters you have quoted 
from. Do not, like a shrewd and unprin- 
cipled person, select only such pages as 
may be needed to make out a case, but 
give the entire contents to the public, that 
I miay be judged righteously. You have 
the documents surely, else you could aot 
quote from them. 
I will give you sufficient time in which to 


conform to my reasonable demand, say ten 


days. If at the end of that time you fail to 
respond, I shall deem it my duty to give, in 
substance, their contents, and corroborate 
my statement by publishing letters from 
your son, both prior and subsequent to our 
marriage. You know full well that your 
charges again me regarding the marriage 
are unfounded. I give you ample oppor- 
tunity to retract.

PRISON BURNED. 


An Indiana Reformatory in Ashes—The 
Inmates Rescued. 

IxDbIAxArolis, March 1.—[By the As 
sociated Press.] The State Woman's 
Prison and Reform School for Girls was 
barned here tonight. The building was 
entirely destroyed. The fire was dis- 
covered a few minutes after supper in 
the laundry of the reform department. 
The night watchman, engineer and day 
watchman, with the fire apparatus at 
hand, succeeded, as they supposed, in 
quenching the fire, when the hose broke, 
Before it could be mended the flames 
burst out again and rapidly spread. 

The institution was situated in the 
center of a five-acre field on the east- 
ern edge of the city. It was a model 
prison and one of the most noted in the 
country. When the-fire was discovered 
Miss Kelly, the superintendent, ordered 
the 157 inmates of the reform depart- 
ment into the vard, where they were 
guarded by halfa dozen attendants, 
From those confined in the prison de- 
partment the most trouble was antic¢i- 
pated by the officers. Miss Kelly went 
into the hallway and told the p 
that the building was on fire. 

“I am going to unlock these cells, but 
I want you to promise me you will 
stand by me and that not one will try to 
escape, she said. 

The women promised, and the doors 
were opened. Fifty-three prisoners 
hastily followed Miss Kelly through the 
hallways and to the grounds, where 
they were placed in charge of attend- 
ants. So far as known none made any 
attempt to escape, though some reform 
girls were discovered in the evening 
roaming about the streets and were sent 
to the police station. 

The fire was of incendiary o r+ 
three girls, Imogen Thompson, 
Stevens and Lydia Kinseley, it ‘A 
stated by ohter inmates, having formed 
a conspiracy to free themselves in this 
way if possible. The prisoners will be 
confined in various other State institu- 
tions.

Crime in a House of Ill- 
fame. 


One of the Inmates Shot and Almost 
Instantly Killed, 


After Which Her Murderer Fired a 
Bullet into His Brain. 


Nothing Known as tothe Causes Leading 
Upto the Tragedy—The Mad Act 
Evidently Premeditated—A 
Peculiar Letter. 


Another shocking murder and-suicide 
took place in this city at 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, the victim of the 
murderer’s hand being a young and 
pretty woman andthe suicide being a 
sport and gambler, as near as can be 
learned at this time. 

The terrible tragedy took place in a 
house of ill-fame, kept by Ethel Wilson, 
on the northeast corner of New High 
and Marchessault streets. 

The murderer, who is supposed to be 
named Henry Avok, from a letter giv- 
ing the address of his family, but no 
reason for the rash act, entered the 
house for the first time at 2:80 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and asked for Hazel 
or Noma Leighton, an inmate of the 
place, who came there with another 
girl from San Francisco just three 
weeks ago yesterday. 

The girl seemed to be well acquainted 
with Avok and at once invited him to 
her room and he was not again seen 
alive. At 3:15 Dr. Choate made a visit 
to the house on professional business, 
and after he was through with the other 
inmates he asked if Hazel wished to 
see him, and one of the girls went to

the door and asked her if she wished to 
see the doctor. 

She replied that she did, but,“ said 
she, my visitor has locked the door 
and will not let me out.“ 

A hurried conversation between the 
couple followed and Hazel came out 
and spent a few minutes with the doc- 
tor, who asked her a few questions as 
to her health. She returned to Avok 


and the door was again locked. This 


was the last time she was seen alive. 
THE TRAGEDY COMMENCED. 

At 4 .0’clock she was heard singing in 
her room and the other inmates of the

At ten minutes past 4 Hazel was still 
singing, but her merry voice was sud- 
denly turned to a shriek of horror, 
when the crack of a pistol was heard in 
her room by the other inmates of the 
house. 

Two other shots rang out in quick 
succession and the caged girl called 
wildly for help, at the same time 
running to her window, which leads to

She was bleeding freely from an ugly

ing, where she held on a few seconds, 
and fell heavily to the street, a distance 
of twenty feet. | 

She moved her arms once or twice, 
and died before anyone could reach 
her. Dr. Choate was sent for, and ar- 
rived almost immediately, but nothing 
could be done to save her, and her body 
was carried into a vacant store, where 
it remdined until Coroner Weldon ar- 
| rived and ordered it sent to the morgue, 
at Orr & Sutch’s, 

IN THE HOUSE. 

Several hundred people, and half a 
dozen officers and newspaper reporters, 
had arrived on the stene by this time, 
anda rush was made for the room 
where the tragedy took place. The in- 
mates ofthe house, headed by Ethel 
Wilson, the keeper of the house, met 
the crowd at the foot of the stairs and 
asked that all except officers be kept 
out, and an officer was stationed at the 
door. 

On reaching the head of the stairs, 
which led toa flat occupied by Ethel 
Wilson and five or six girls, a most ex- 
citing scene met the eyes of the inves- 
tigators. The excited girls were run- 
ning from room to room, wringing their 
hands and crying for help. e officers 
soon quieted them down, and when the 
room occupied by the dead girl was 
pointed out, the officers forced t e door, 
which was still locked, open, and a hor- 
rible sight met the eyes of the officers 
and reporters. 

4 HORRIBLE SIGHT, 

Lying on the floorin a pool of blood 
fully three feet in diameter, was a 
smooth-faced, dark-complexioned young 
man, who had the appearance of a 


Turk or Armenian. He was lying on 


his back with his legs drawn up, and 
near his hands were a couple of pistols, 
showing that he must have dropped 
them as he fell. An ugly wound in his 
right temple could be plainly seen, from 
which the blood was flowing freely. 
The man was dead, and was not dis- 
turbed until the Coroner arrived, who 
examined his pockets, and found a pho- 
tograph of the dead girl, a tew papers 
of no value and the followi letter, 
which must have been written just after 
the man entered the house: 


Please let my parents knowit, and’ oblige 

Yours, HENRY AVOK. 

My parents’ address is Aghaz Avokian, 
British Turkey, Asia. 

My brother's address is A. A. Vrakian, 
Morpantchilor, Bornathan Han, Constanti- 
nople, Turkey. 

Telegraph to San Francisco, 769 Market 
street. 

This was the only thing on his person 
by which he could be identified, and as 
the Coroner had not received an answer 
to his dispatch to the address in San 
Francisco up to a late hour last night,

up bis mind to commit suicide at least 
an hour before he fired the fatal shot, 
although the woman could not have had 
any idea of his intentions until the first 
shot was fired, for she was singing 
as happy asa bird up tothe last moment, 
which shows that he did not intimate 
by word or sign that he contemplated 
murder or suicide, 

That the man was terribly excited 
there is not a doubt, for he shot wild, as 
there are bullet holes in the walls and 
ceiling. His first shot must have struck 
the woman in the left breast and then 
he fired two more shots at her before 
she jumped through the window. As 
soon as she got out of the room he 
turned the pistol on himself and fired 
two shots. 

The pistols were examined and four 
shots were fired out of one and one shot 
out of the other, and from the position 
of the pistols on the floor it is certain 
that the woman did not have hold of 
either of them and took no part in the 
tragedy. : | 

THE MURDERER, 

Avok was well dressed and strongly 
resembles a gambler who has been in 
the city several weeks, whom he was 
mistaken for by the police at first, but 
investigation showed that the murderer

and suicide must have reached this city 
on the early train yesterday morning 
from San Francisco, for he was never 
seen until yesterday, when he inquired 
for the Wilson house. He had no bag- 
gage, as near as can be learned, and 
must have wandered about the streets 
until he found the house. 
POLICE THEORIES 

His motive was also a mystery. The 
officers have. several theories, one of 
which is that the dead girl is his sister, 
for after she and the other girl from 
San Francisco, who wag a stranger to 
her, took rooms at the Wilson house 
the Leighton girl stated that she ex- 
pected her brother would follow her, 
and she was very anxious to get a room 
where he could not find her. 

Another theory is that the couple 
are man and wife, and that she 
came down here to get away from him 
and he followed her. The sister theory 
is not a good one, for there is not the 
slightest resemblance, and, while the 
husband theory is reasonable, it is more 
probable that Avok was her lover in 
San Francisco, for the girl has been 
leading ,a life of shame for some time 
according to what sporting men say of 
her. 7 

She is very young and was considered 
one of the prettiest among the 
fast women of this city.

‘COUNTY SALOON LICENSES. 


The Supervisors Hear Protestants 
and Applicants. 


Both Sides Represented by Attorneys— 
Most of the Time Consumed in 
Hearing Argument — Li- 
censes Granted. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
Board of Supervisors convened for the 
purpose of hearing the protests against 
the granting of certain applications for 
saloon licenses, and the matter occupied 
their entire attention to the exclusion 
of all other business during the day. 

The board room was crowded to a de- 
gree of discomfort by the partisans of 
both sides, ahd it would be a difficult 
matter to decide whether the prohibi- 
tionists or the applicants‘ were the 
more strongly represented. J. A. An- 
derson, Esq., appeared for the protest- 
ants and Henry T. Gage, Esq., for the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association. 


The first application taken up was 
that of Fred Kuhry of Glendora, and 
the entire morning session was con- 
sumed by the argument of the learned 
counsel as to various technicalities 
raised. In the first place, Attorney 
Gage contended that no person who was 
not a duly qualified elector at the last 
election had a right to sign any pro- 
test, but the point was raised by Attor- 
‘ney Anderson that several newcomers 
had taken up their residence within the 
precinct since that time, and heclaimed 
that anyone had a right to protest who 
was eligible to vote. After consider- 
able debate it was decided, upon motion 
of Supervisor Hubbard, to consider no 
name that was not upon the Great 
Register. 

Then Attorney Gage demanded: that 
the protestants show conclusively that 
they were voters at the time their sig- 
natures were attached to the protests. 

Twenty names were found attached 
to the petition of persons who did not 
belong to the Glendora precinct at all, 
and upon motion of Supervisor Cook it 
was resolved not to consider these. 

Attorney Gage then claimed that as 
it had been shown that there were 
twenty fraudulent names on the pro- 
test that the board had no right to con- 
sider it further. 

Attorney Anderson replied that the 
rule invoked by the gentleman was that 
where a man appears before a tribunal 
asa witness and testified falsely in 
one particular the court or jury would 
be justified in presuming the rest of his 
testimony to be false. 

After some further debate it was de- 
cided, at the suggestion of Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Marble, that in order to 
facilitate matters the Clerk be fur- 
nished with a list of the names objected 
to, sothat he could look them up and 
report as to whether or not they were 
upon the Great Register. | 

Supervisor Davis tersely remarked 
that if the attorneys continued to 
argue the matter they would never 
get through, andat this juncture a.re- 
cess was declared until 1:30 o'clock. 

| AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The board met at 2 o’clock, after a 
long consultation with the District At- 
torney, with closed doors. The District 
Attorney's opinion is to the effect that 
the protestants were qualified if their 
certificates were issued whether they 
were on the Great Register or not, but 
that the burden of proof laid upon them 
to show that they were registered be- 
fore signing the protests. 

The next petition and protest was 


that of C. Garibaldi of Alhambra. On 


request of Mr. Gage the matter. went 
over until this morning to give the peti- 
tioners a chance to go through the list 
of names of the protestants. 
The petition and protest dt W. 1. 
Dodson from El Monte were next read, 
and Mr. Gage stated that a number of 
the names on the protest were-not on 
the Great Register, and a number who 
did sign had withdrawn their names. 
He claimed that so many had withdrawn 
that the protest had dropped to the 
ground, and the petition should be 
granted. 
Mr. Gage and the District Attorney 
argued that a man had a perfect right 


to withdraw his name from a petition | 


at any time before the matter was 
heard. 

The board decided that the protest- 
ants had a perfect right to withdraw 
their names and granted the petition. 

B. M. Aull of El Monte was allowed 
to withdraw his petition, but before the 
vote was taken he asked that his peti- 
tion stand, and the matter went over 
till this morning. 

Those of Timothy Lyons of Savannah 
and Michael Faber of El Monte were 
also continued until today. 

The petition for and protest against 
the issuance of a license to Frank Jas- 
cen were read. ; 

Mr. Gage read a list of names of per- 
sons who asked to be allowed to with- 
draw from the protest, and, as the pro- 
test did not show up a sufficient number 
of names against the petition, he asked 
that the matter go over for further in- 
vestigation. 

The petition of W. H. Bowen of 
Compton for a saloon license was read 


and Mr. Gage produced a list of signers 


to the protest asking that they be al- 
lowed to withdraw their names from 
the protest. The license was ordered 
issued. 

The petition of Joseph Sautongue 
of Compton was read and, as a number 
of signers to the protest withdrew 
therefrom, the board granted him a li- 
cense. 

Joseph Cosgrove's petition for a saloon 
license at Florence was passed until this 
morning at 10 o’clock. On motion it 
was decided that no more new petitions 
be considered, and that both sides 
should abide by the petitions now before 
the board in all cases that have come up. 

A protest against two men jointly 
came up and quite a lively discussion 
ensued as to whether a double-barreled 
protest could be heard or not, but 
Chairman Perry stated that the board 
had already decided that such petitions 
would not be considered. 

The petition of Eugene Lapp and 
three or four others went over until to- 
day. 

On motion of Mr. Davis it was de- 
cided to hear argument as to whether a 
protest against more than one man ina 
single document was legal or not. 

After discussion on the same subject 
Mr. Gage rose and stated that Judge 
Rush, who was appointed Deputy 
County Clerk for the purpose of r 


tering people in his district, did not 


legally register them, as he was a 
qualified justice of the peace, and for 
that reason the people he registered 
would not be legal voters. He gave no- 
tice that he would bring the matter up 
this morning. 
Adjourned until this morning.

The Water War. 

The desperate Express, witha mad 
desire to convict Tue Timgs of ‘‘treason, 
stratagems and spoils,’’ is rushing 
ahead in its usually reckless fash- 
ion, and it will land where it gen- 
erally does—in the junk-pile—its appro- 
priate home. It is not a desire on the 
part of the rabid contemporary to 
really champion the cause of the pub- 
lic, or expose something crooked, 
which urges it on, but the ardent hope 
that it may “get atthe collar“ of a 
newspaper that it hates with inborn 
‘‘cussedness’’ and the malevolence of 
long-continued chagrin. To accomplish 
this purpose it would be willing to 
plunge the public into any sort of a 
quagmire. | 

For example, a paragraph inan ar- 
ticle—a contributed editorial, as it were 
—published by the Express on Monday 
evening is as follows: 


Ino more agree in the conclusion as to 
forfeiture than I do in the proposition for 
a fifty years’ contract. The report“ of 
this person, which is far from being a 
stupid document, showed that the basis of 
the claim of forfeiture was the fact that 
there is a provision in the present constitu- 
tion that water companies which charge 
and collect a greater rate for water than 
that annually fixed by the municipal bodies 
under which they operate forfeit thereby 
their property to such municipalities. The 
contract of the City Water Company, how- 
ever, was in existence and operation years 
before the present ‘constitution, and the 
contractor was authorized to charge cer- 
tain rates, not greater than those in exist- 
ence at the date of the contract. As con- 
tracts are inviolable, the provision of the 
constitution subsequently adopted would 
be inoperative in this and similar cases. 
This would doubtless be the defense of the 
water company were it placed on its de- 
fense, and it would probably be a sufficient 
one. 


The position is taken, then, that the 
original contract between the city and 
the water company is sound and bind- 
ing in law. That contract has over six 
years yet to run, expiring July 20, 
1898. That contract does not provide 
for the rates now in vogue, but provides 
that the Mayor and Common Council 
may regulate water rates charged, ‘‘pro- 
vided that they shall not so reduce such 
water rates, or so fix the price thereof, to 
be less than those now charged“ [in 
1868. ] 

If we were relegated back to that 
basis let us see what would be the re- 

The present schedule provides that, 

for every tenement or dwelling-house of 
not exceeding three living rooms, occu- 
pied by a single family, the rate shall 
‘be 75 cents per month. The old rate 
for a single family, with slightly varied 
conditions, was $2, and 25 cents added 
for each person in the household over 
five in number. 
The present schedule allows a charge 
of 25 cents for a bath-tub; the old rate 
was $1. A public bath-tub is now 
charged $1.50; it used to be 88. 

For each water-trough in public 
streets the charge is now $2; it was 
formerly from $5 to $10. 

The old schedule allowed the water 
company to charge for water furnished 
the city for street sprinkling and other 
purposes. This alone, with the present 
requirements of the city, would amount 
to probably $150,000 a year. 

It is safe to say that, if we were rele- 
gated to the basis of the old contract 
for the balance of the term, the water 
company would collect enough in plus 
of present rates to pay for the water 
works, and they could afford to give 
them to the city though they could not 
be compelled to do if. 

But do the people want to pay for the 
water works in this way’?—that is, by a 
radical increase of rates, and then not 
get the works at the end of the six 
years without paying for them over 
again! Try it once, and see what a 
universal howl will go up! 

The fact is, that the lesser rates have 
been charged in recent years, not be- 
cause the water company’s contract 
was void or abrogated, but as the 
result of a compromise between the city 
and the water company. This compro- 
mise may be set aside at any time the 
water company chooses to stand upon 
its legal rights, in which case the com- 
pany would return to the higher rates, 
which were established by the city 
itself. 

The reorganization of a new company 
to take the works under a new contract 
with the city would do away with this 
old bugaboo and bring the regulation 
of water rates entirely within the 
province of the city government, under 
the constitution. 

With the city to fix its own water 
rates (which, in all reason, should not, 
be onerous) and to acquire the works 
by a gradual absorption, so that neither 
the public credit nor the public treas- 
ury is drawn upon, where is the wrong 
or injustice? The city, through the 
Council, would consent to none but a 
fair, equitable and safe contract. 

In these times, when money is scarce, 
taxes high and the public indebtedness 
already expanded to an uncomfortable 
limit, the taxpayers will probably hail 
any proposition which gives them a 
guaranty of low rates (probably lower 
than at present) and the ultimate pos- 
session of the works without the ex- 
penditure ofa dollar. 

It is not reasonable that sensible 
business men are aching for a chance to 
plunge their hands into their pockets to 
pay interest. on $8,000,000 or 
$4,000,000 of bonds when they may 
accomplish the same ends without. 

Let unclean-handed heathen rage 
and shout jobbery“ as much as they 
please; they cannot becloud the judg- 


form’s sake. 


ment of the people so that they will vol- 
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untarily assume a large public indebt- 
edness which is entirely unnecessary. 

If we stand on the contract with the 
water company, and pay the exorbitant 
rates which it is.entitled to charge for 
the next six years, where will thecity be 
then? Simply in; a position Where it is 
obliged to take the works ‘at thefr ap- 
praised value—for such is the contract 
—and raise the money somehow to pay 
for them. 

There is no horn of the dilemma un- 
der the old contract which is pleasant 
for the city to contemplate. Better do 
away with the old contract now, if we 
have the chance, and let the city con- 
trol the rates and manage the works if 
it chooses without taking upon itself the 
burden of owning them till it gets ready 
to do so. 5 

While the Express and Herald are 
finding great delight in innuendoes of 
some terrible hidden scheme to 
rob the public, Tus Tms pro- 
poses to. go ahead and discuss the 
proposition now presented and let 
the'public form its own judgment. The 
privilege of buying is not confined to 
the Eastern syndicate. There is noth- 
ing to prevent the formation of a new 
home company with that end in view. 
Let the financial statesmen of the 
“shops across the way’’ come to the 
front with their surplus coin and go 
into the water business if they will! 

When it comes to the talk of cor- 
ruption funds and a desire for dishonest 
gain, we challenge the hungry and 
howling sheet. to make a showing of 
real inside facts inthis and like mat- 
ters. It will not be difficult to desig- 
nate the papers and people who have 
shown a willingness to barter their in- 
fluencé for coin. 


Tux tarde sheet—to-wit, the San Pe- 
dro Evening Customhouse—has much to 
say (in the absence of argument) about

SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. 


Debate in the House on Catholic 
Church Methods. 


California Miners’ Delegates Encour- 
aged at the Capital. 


Claims Filed Against Chile for Over 
Two Million Dollars. | 


A Substantial Reduction of the Pablic 
Debt During February — Favorable 
Action Regarding the Proposed 
Pacific Coast Gun Factory. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Wasuninoton; March 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Catholic Church 
and the charge that it maintains a 
lobby at Washington to manipulate ap- 
propriations in behalf of the Indian 
sectarian schools was the subject of 
much acrimonious discussion for three 
hours in the House today. The Indian 
Appropriation Bill was the measure 
under consideration and the immediate 
cause of the religious discussion was the 
section making an appropriation for the 
Carlisle Indian school. It was stated in 
the House that Capt. Pratt, of the 
United States Army, superintendent of 
that school, in speaking of the attacks 
made in the House against the appro- 
priation for the Indian school, had 
said: They were made through the 
Catholic Church paying Congressmen 
to attack the national schools, because 
they are detrimental to the parochial 
schools, which are given three times the 
amount by the Government that other 
denominations receive.“ 

Congressmen Maasur of Missouri, 
Stockdale of Mississippi and Pendleton 
of West Virginia, who were understood 
by implication to be the Congressmen 
referred to, made lively attacks on 
Capt. Pratt and demanded as a penalty 
for his utterances that the $1000 ap- 
propriation, which he annually receives 
as superintennent of the Carlisle In- 
dian school, be stricken from the bill. 
He had many valiant defenders in the 
House, however, and it was more his re- 
iterated declaration by telegraph to- 
day than the original newspaper state- 
ment that finally led the House to adopt 
the amendment cutting off his salary 
as superintendent. Several of his Con- 
gressional friends who doubted whether 
the superintendent had made the state- 
ment attributed to him telegraphed to- 
day and received the following reply: 
My remarks were that the Catholics got 
more than double as much of the Indian 
school appropriations as all other denom- 
inations combined; that they maintain a 
werful lobby in Washington and manipu- 
ate politics to accomplish their purpose. 
These were general statements, having no 
bearing whatever on individual members 
of Congress, much less to Mansur, in whose 
general views I concur. 
This was quite satisfactory to Mr. 
Mansur, but not very consoling to any- 
body else and its reading had the effect 
of causing the House promptly to adopt 
the proposed amendment.

Judge McKinley Declares Them a 
VNiuisnnce.

Infested With Seale and the Whole 
Lot Must be Destroyed. 


A Decision of Interest to Every Fruit- 
grower in the State. 


The Fruit Industry is Entitled to All the 
Protection the Law Will Give 
it—The Facts in the 
Case.

Judge McKinley rendered his decision 
yesterday morning in the case of the 
People, etc., vs. Alvin R. Meserve et al., 
ordering findings and judgment for 
plawntiff as prayed for, in accordance 
with the following written opinion 


filed therein: 

OPINION. 

This is an action brought by the District 
Attorney of the county of Los Angeles, in 
the name of the people, for the condemna- 
tion and abatement asa nuisance of cer- 
tain trees. The complaint alleges that in 
June, 1891, the defendants brought from 
Tahiti to San Pedro, in the county of Los 
Angeles, certain orange trees, numbering 
about 325,000, and thatthe same were, 
and still are, infested with scale insects 
and other pests injurious to fruit trees. 
That the Torticultural Commissioners of 
the county of Los Angeles notified defend- 
ants that the trees were so infested, and 
required them to eradicate and destroy the 
insect pests thereon. That defendants 
caused the process of disinfection to be per- 
formed upon said trees, but said process 
was unsuccessful, and, although frequently 
repeated, has not eradicated or destroyed 
said insects. That among said in- 
sects is a scale insect hitherto unknown 
in the State of California, which can- 
not be destroyed by any process of disin- 
fection; and that the said scale insects with 
which the trees are infested, if not de- 
stroyed, will be introduced into the orange 
orchards of California and the orange in- 
dustry greatly injured if not totally de- 
stroved. That thesaid scale insects cannot 
be destroyed without the destruction of said 
trees; that. the defendants are contem- 

lating the removal of said trees into the 

nterior of the State of California, and that 

the scale insects would be thereby distrib- 
uted among other trees and propagated 
and spread dll over the State of California. 
The complaint prays.a judgment of the 
court that the trees be declared a nuisance 
and ordered to be destroyed. 

Plaintiff relies, for its right to. maintain 
the action, upon the provisions of the act 
of the Legislature, approved March 19, 
1891, declaring any orchards, trees, plants 
or shrubs infested with insect pests injuri- 
ouk to plants, trees, etc., to be. a nuisance, 
and also upon the theory that the trees in 
question are, under the general provisions 
of the code, a publicnuisance and may be 
abated by action brought in this manner. 

It therefore becomes necessary for the 
court to consider the power of the Legisla- 
ture to adopt this statute, and the question 
whether, in the absence of statutory provi- 
sions, the action could be maintained. 

My attention has not been directed to any 
constitutional imitation which affects the 
right of the Legislature to adopt a statute 
such as the one in question. The statute 
does not determine that any specific or- 
chard or trees dre a nuisance, but leaves it 
to the courts to determine whether there 
exists a condition of affairs which will make 
any particular trees a nuisance, and is in 
my opinion constitutional. 

The law of nuisance, under our codes, is 
practically but a reénactment of the com- 
mon law; and while this case is peculiar 
in its character and circumstances (being 
the first of the kind tried in the State,) and 
in many respects utterly unlike any case to 
be found in the reports, 
performed by the court is the 
of decisions disposing of cases widely dif- 
fering from this as to the facts but laying 
down principles which, by analogy, can be 
applied to-the facts of this case. 

It is. peculiarly characteristic of cases 
under the lawof nuisance that they are 
largely dependent upon surroundings. The 
common law is not an iron-cast system, 
to which every case must be fitted without 
regard to its particular circumstances, but 
is a system which derives its beauty and 
utility from the fact that it isthe condensa- 
tion of the wisdom and learning of cen- 
turies, modified from time to time by the 
circumstances of period and place. In the 
consideration of any case which is depend- 
ent, to.a greater or less degree, upon the 
circumstances ‘and surroundings of the 
community and State, itis the duty of the 
court to take into consideration the condi- 
tion and development of the industries 
which may be affected by its judgment, for 
the purpose of properly applying the rules 
of law to the circumstances of the case. 
The Court, therefore, in applying the prin- 
ciples of the common law and the decisions 
thereunder, takes into consideration all the 
facts to which those decisions and princi- 
ples are to be applied. 

“That new conditions and new facts may 
produce the novel application of a rule 
which has not been before applied in like 
manner does not make it any less the com- 
mon law; forthe latter is a system of 
grand principles, founded upon mature and 
perfected reason of centuries. It would 
have but little claim to the admiration to 
which it is entitled if it failed to adapt 
itself to any condition, however new, 
which may arise; and it would be singu- 
larly lame if it is impotent to determine 
the right of any dispute whatsoever. Hav. 
ing, so far as we have gone, met all dimcul- 
ties by adhering to its doctrines, we have 
no ground to presume that we will have to 
go beyond its precincts for a solution of 
any which may arise. “ 

. tegen! judge is bound to know the his- 
tory and the leading traits which enter 
into the history of 
presides. This we have held before, and it 
is also an admitted doctrine of the common 
law.“ (Conger vs. Weaver, 6 Cal., 548.) 

The Court, therefore, takes judicial no- 
tice of the history, development and char- 
acter of the industries of California; 
of the fact that the production of 
fruits is one of the leading occupations in 
this State, and a large portion of the peo- 
ple are dependent upon it. It takes judicial 
notice of the factthat a large portion of 
the land in this and adjoining counties is 


devoted to the cultivation of citrus fruits, | 


and that the annual production and ship. 
ment of oranges is very great, and that 
the spread of any insect pest is injurious 
to citrus trees and must necessarily result 
in serious injury to that business and in 
great loss and destruction of property. 
That orchards and trees infested by scale 
or insect pests injurious to vegetation, 
and which will easily spread to other 
places, must be a nuisance prima facie, 
seems too clear to require discussion, and 
would not receive it at the hands of this 


case of this kind. 

“A nuisance is anything that worketh 
hurt, inconvenience or damage.“ (Black, 
vol. 3, page 213.) 

“Anything which is injurious to health, 
br is indecent or offensive to the senses, or 
an obstruction to the free use of property, 
0 as to interfere with the comfortable en- 
joyment of. life or property, or unlawfully 
obstructs the free passage or use, in the 
ustomary manner, of any navigable lake, 
r river, bay, stream, canal, or basin, or 
any public park, square, street, or high- 
fay, Is a nuisance." (Sec. 3479, C. C.) 

“A public nuisance is one which affects at 
he same time an entire community or 
1eighborhood, or any considerable number 
t persons, although the extent of the au- 
loyance or damage inflicted upon individu- 
lg may be unequal.’ (Sec. 3480, C. C.) 
The kinds of nuisances which have been 
abated are almost innumerable in variety, 
ach dependent on the particular character 
and circumstances anger which it exists.

would be conclusive in this case if applica. 
ble to its facts. But the fallacy of their 
argument is that in the cases cited by them 
no considerable injury could be done until 
the actual existence of anuisance could be 
shown. In the case at bar, before damage 
could be actually shown, it would be neces- 
sary for the scale insects in question to be 
disseminated through a considerable por- 
tion of the orchards of the State and their 
propagation have reached a Stage at which 
it would be extremely dificult, if not im- 
possible, to check and eradicate them. 

It appears to me that this case belongs to 
that class in which, if the allegations ot the 
complaint are true, a damage will be in- 
ferred, and it is not necessary to wait until 
it is actually done. It is similar in that re- 
spectto the cases in which diseased adi- 
mals are taken to public places when there 
is danger of infection, to the cases of the 
storing of explosives, and to the cases of 
condemnation of dangerous buildings and 
places likely to be injurious to the health 
of the community—in all of which the 
abatement of the nuisance’ rests merely 
upon the reasonable apprehension of 
danger. The fact that the trees are at San 
Pedro does not prevent their being con- 
sidered an existing nuisance, as the evi- 
dence shows that the larve of the scale 
may be carried by birds, insects and the 
—— to distant portions of the county and 

ate. 

The evidence in the case shows that at the 
time of the arrival of the trees at San 
Pedro they were infested with eight differ- 
ent varieties of pests, and that subse- 
quently they were treated six times with 
different processes for the destruction of 
the scale; that the treatment was success- 
ful as to all kinds except a species of scale 
hitherto unknown in California, called the 
mining scale or Chinaspis Biclavis; and that 
all efforts to eradicate this scale have been 
unsuccessful and seem to have been aban- 
doned by defendants. 

The evidence with regard to this scale is 
entirely that of expert witnesses, who, 
never having seen it before, are unable to 
testify — 2 as to its effect, other than 
from their opinion derived from familiarity 
with the cultivation of the orange, from ex- 

rience with the other scale insects simi-. 
ar in character with which orange trees 
are infested, and from their observation of 
this insect found upon the treesin question. 
The evidence, and the inspection of the 
court, however, show positively that the 
mining scale derives its nutrition and sup- 
port entirely from the tree, and conse: 
quently must be injurious in a greater or 
less degree. The expert witnesses all agree 
inthe opinion thatit isinjuriousto the 
health of the tree, and thatif introduced 
into the State it would occasion great in- 
jury to the orange orchards. ? 

Prof. D. W. Coquilette, practicalentomol- 
ogist and agent of the Department of Agri. 
culture, testified that he had made an ex- 
amination of the trees at San Pedro and 
found the mining scale upon them in a 
healthy condition on the day before the 
trial of the cause; that he did not know of 
its existence elsewhere in the State, and 
that there could be no doubt about its being 
detrimental, living at the expense of the 
tree. He was of the opinion that the scale 
might be destroyed without the destruction 
of the tree by some process, but was un- 
able to give any method by which it could 
be done. \ 

Alexander Craw, quarantine officer of the 
State Board of Horticulture, testified that 
he had inspected the trees eight or ten 
times, examined the scale in question, and 
found the live scale and larve. In his 
opinion the mining scale could not be de- 
stroyed without destroying thetrees. He 
considered it a very destructive scale and 
knew of no way by which it could be eradi- 
cated except by destroying the trees. It 
was in his opinion a more dangerous insect 
than the cottony cushion scale, and would 
be very injurious to the orange industry. 

The other witnesses testified substantially 
to the same opinions as those given by Mr. 
C raw. 

The trees in question, now reduced in 
number to about 60,000, are contained in 
crates at San Pedro; and the evidence 
shows that in an examination of the trees 
‘at this time live scale is found on only a 
portion of the trees, but that a thorough 
examination would require from five to ten 
minutes for each tree. 


The évidence establishes all the al éga- 


tions of the complaint, being open only to 
‘the objection that it is to a great extent 
merely expert opinion. But, under the 
circumstances, that is the best evidence of 
which the case is susceptible. This evi- 
dence is practically uncontradicted by the 
defense, as no witness has been produced 
who claims to know any process by which 
this scale can be destroyed or that it is not 
injurious. 

The defense claims that the trees should 
be separated and only those upon which 
tHe scale is found be destroyed. There 
is no doubt that the position of the defend- 
ants is correct that in abating a nuisance 
no more property should be destroyed than 
is absolutely necessary for that purpose. 
But in this case the situation of these trees 
is such that there is no certainty that. all 
are not. infected, and if such separation 
can be made it should be done by de- 
fendants. 

The period during which the case has 
been pending was sufficient to give the de- 
fense every opportunity to disinfect these 
trees. 

From the evidence of the experts and in 
the absence of any suggestion of a method 
by which the trees can be disinfected the 
Court must conclude that it cannot be done 
without the destruction of the trees. 

It therefore follows that the allegations 
of the complaint are sustained by the evi- 
dence. The Court is of the opinion that the 
statute of March 19, 1891, is constitutional 
and that even in the absence of such a stat- 
ute the trees in question are a nuisance 
under the Code, and that plaintiff is enti- 
tled to the relief demanded in the com- 
plaint. 

Let findings and judgment be submitted 
in accordance with this opinion.

Regular Weekly Meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners. 


Saloon License Granted and Transfers Al- 
lowed—The Social Evil Again Under 
Discussion—The Chief's 
Monthly Report.

The Police Commisioners met in the 
Mayor's office yesterday afternoon, 
with Commissioner Mackey in the chair 
and Commissioners Snyder and Shatto 
present. Chief Glass was also in at- 
tendance as usual. 

The Chief presented the resolutions 
adopted by the Chamber of Commerce, 
asking that the Commisioners take 
steps to suppress the open and notorious 
houses of ill-fame on Alameda street. 

At this point Commisioner Lewis 
came in, and a general debate on the 
resolutions followed. 

Commissioner Shatto wanted to know 
whether it was not = practicable to re- 
move the houses from Alameda to New 
High street. He regarded it as highly 
important that these houses should be 
removed as soon as possible from a 
main thoroughfare like Alameda street. 

Commissioner Snyder vigorously pro- 
tested against these houses being again 
put back on New High street. He had 


had enough trouble in getting rid of 


them. 
Commisioner Lewis thought the 
Chamber of Commerce should designate 
what they considered the best lecality 
in which these houses should be located. 
After some further talk the clerk, on 
motion of Commissioner Shatto, was in- 
structed to communicate with the 
Chamber of Commerce and ask that 


body to designate the locality in which 


they think the houses should be lo- 
cated. 

In the course of the discussion it 
came out that a disorderly house had 
been established at the corner of First 
and Flower streets, and Commissioner 
Lewis urged that the strictest police 
surveillance be maintained over the 
place to the end that it mdy be speedily 
suppressed. 


The Chief presented a favorable re- 


port in the case of the transfer of the 
saloon license of Kleckner & Purvis, 
No. 329 North Main street, to McDowell 
& Brechtel, and the same was granted. 
The application of Castera & Son, for 
a saloon license for No. 112 East First 
street, was granted gn the report of the 
Chief. 

The petitions of John A. Williams for 
saloon licenses for No. 800 Alameda 
street and Gottleib Werner, No. 1146 
East First street, were referred to the 
Chief under the rule. a 

The application of Baer & Basler for 
the transfer of the saloon license of 
Cuddy & Basler, No. 215 West First, 
was granted, and the application of 
Charles Lehman for the transfer of the 
license of James Lowe, No. 246 South 
Main street, 'was referred to the Chief. 

A communication was read from the 
Council, stating that Mr. Summerland 
had moved that a new patrol wagon be 
purchased. On motion of Commissioner 
Lewis the thanks of the commission 
were sent to the Council, with the 
recommendation that the wagon be 
purchased, as it is badly needed. ; 

The monthly report of the Chief was 
presented and filed. According to the 
report, $1085 in bail money was paid 
into the courts; partial fines paid, 
$348; estimated value of recovered 
property, $1070. Meals furnished 
prisoners, 4260, persons treated by 
police surgeon, 181; destitute persons 
fed and cared for, 98. 

The usual demands were presented 
and approved, after which the commis- 


sion adjourned.

THE LADIES’ ANNEX. 


Mrs. Dr. Wilder Captures the Grievance 
Committee—The Case Not Settled. 
The Grievance Committee of the 
Ladies’ Annex met yesterday to pass 
judgment upon the resolutions in regard 
to the action of Mrs. Wilder, which 
were indorsed by a vote of 26 to 2 at 
the regular meeting of the Annex last 
Monday. 
The Grievance Committee consists of 
five members, Mmes. Biles, Winslow, 
Junkins, Patton and Wiggins, the last 
named lady being the wife of Superin- 
tendent Frank Wiggins, of the Chamber 
of Commerce, who took such an active 
part in bringing about the appointment 
of Mrs. Wilder.

Considerable lobbying had also been 
done among members of the Grievance 
Committee by the Wilder faction. In- 
deed, it was reported that Mrs, Wilder 
had sent word to the pavilion (where the 
Annex ladies are now at work for the 
coming fair) that she would do something 
in the way of procuring positions at the 
Chicago Exposition for those who would 
rally round her and support her now in 
her hour of need—at least, she would 
use her flooence““ in that direction, 
and might be able to give them a job at 
washing the scales off oranges, or some 
other position, witha salary anda free 
pass to Chicago attached. Allured by 
these promises some of the ambitious 
ladies wavered and decided to do the 
toady act, so, the committee, after a 
long discussion in the presence of Mrs. 
Wilder, who brought with her Mrs. 
Rose as anally, the vote was finally 
taken, and stood 4 against and 1 for the 
enforcement of the resolutions, Mrs. 
Winslow being the only one voting in 
the affirmative. 
As Mrs. Wiggins was directly inter- 
ested, however, it questionable 
whether, in accordance with the con- 
stitution, she could be allowed a voice 
in the matter. 
This will be brought up at the next 
meeting of the Annex, and the resolu- 
tions will probably be enforced by pop- 
ular vote.
